Insurance Company.

tive ownore of the timber. 
sent to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co ,. that 
an insurnnce had been effvoted on timber by tho 
ship Mongyne fur Re. 17,500, for the viyage 
from Rangoon to Fouchow, where it, was to be 


nessos be examined orexaminethermselves, and 
lot them be questioned by members in turn 
after cross-examination, by tho Company's 
couneel, Let tha counsel for the objectors sum 
uphis evidence,and thenletthe Company’sevi- 
denco be dealt with in the same manner.

- above all things let the members have no- 
thing to do with argument. Tho argument 
of members is to be,dono in the Legislative 
Council; as a Committee tho members are 
judges and not advocates, and should take no 
niore part in the argument than a discreet 
judge upon the bench. That is, their argu- 
taont should’ be confined to throwing out 
hints of difficulties, not as argument, but to 
Jead to fuller argument from the Counsel en- 
gaged. The Committee was’ there to listen 
and not to talk; to be convinced, and not to 
convince, Among themselves the Committes 
would of course discuss the whole question, 
including the arguments and evidence before 
thom, and as members of the Legishtive 
Couneil they would again discuas the report 
of the Committee, But it caunot be too 
strongly insisted upon that a Committae of 
Council is a bench of judges and uot a bar of 
pleaders, so long, of course, as it is engaged 
in taking evidence and hearing Counsel. This 
bas been completely overlooked, and therefore 
it is that the result of three days’ talking hae 
been that the main question for docission 
bes not been touched upon, and that not a 
word of the evidence or arguments before 
tho Committee will give them the slightest 
assistance in dealing with it. 

_Of minor matters there is great store. For 
instancs, we know that the Company declines 
—on what appear to be excellent grounds— 
to provide accommodation for cargo-boats, 
und that therefore if that accommodation be 
considered indispensable the scheme must 
fall to the ground. But the great question 
whother it be batter for the public that the 
scheme should fall or that the cargo-boats 
should be obliged to round the Pier, is not 
touched. Thera is no evidence as-to the-loss. 
to bo sustained in rounding the Pier compa- 
red with the advantages of the Pier. There 
ig no evidence as to the extent to which. one 
firm may be injured and another benefited, . 
nothing tangible atall on this first question 
to be answered. There was a little argument 
as to whether a. Committee appointed to hear 
evidence was to hear it or not, but that was 
happily disposed of, not however without a 
note being woado of the rather weak objection 
taken by the Company. Then wo had Mr. 
Austin proclaiming ez cathredré that the 
Government had sanctioned the scheme, and 
therefore thore should be no further objec- 
tion. Mr. Avaetiy wished thus to- stultify 
the action of the Council in sppointing a 
Cowmitiee, and further to deny to the Coun- 
cil the right to eay anything on a bill to be 
passed by it, For the Government is‘not the 

, Iegielative Council. Mr. Baxt’s incipient 
protest against this proposition might well 
have beon recorded before the. room was 
clegred, for it was a protest against a proposi- 
tion put forward atthe public sitting. If Mr. 
Bau or any other member opposes the 
echeme he does so now asa member of Coua- 
cif and not asa Government officer. We do 
not know that be does oppose it, only we 
he and every member has a pérfoct right 
do 50. ‘ 

One cannot but regret that the Company 
sbould have been so hasty in forming iteelf, as 
the Directors have undoubtedly ineurred the 
chance of heavy liabilities by: doing so. Mis 
led probably by the sanction of the Govern- 
ment, and-tho-absence of private opposition, 
into the assumption that they were secure; 
and forgetting the Legislative Council ‘in 
.their calculation, they have certainly ran a 
grievous.risk. ‘We do notthink much of the 
objections te the scheme, The benefit to 
trade resulting from the Pier will probably 
fay outweigh any diendvanlages that it may 
create, The objections cannot be insisted on

NEW MEXICO, ; 
Santa Fe,N. M., September 2nd.—The Post

mortally wounded, From fiye o’oluck this after. 
noon’ until siz, the plazu resounded with pistol 
ebots, groups and execratione. For fully fit- 
teen minutes the firing was inueesant and con- 
tinned during the rest of the hour,. The Re 
publican and Democratic parties had each 
Hueleoted: to-day ‘ae the most” etitable time for 
the grand demonstration of the cumpsign, und 
at an early hour thia morning buth-parties com- 
meuced their preparations, The lenders. were 
evidently desirous of avoiding uny disturbance, 
and the réapective parties formed in procession 
and passed each other's place of meeting with- 
out outbreak, and nothing bappened till after 
the meetings bad adjonrned and the proces- 
sious- reformed, -At-5. o'clock p.m. beth par- 
ties met in the plaza, exchanging deflant vivas, 
A pistol-shat was fired, when « general 
fight ensued, Men, women abd ebildren’ hur- 
ried to their houses, but the fight was kept up 
from the windows aud housetops, the dead and 
wounded falling on al] sides; Hon.-Jobn Bimon, 
the Republican candidate for Judge, was the 
firet man killed.

But ‘the loss uud ‘suffering occasioned by the 
“present innn@ation will, wo four-be fur greater 
than the loss cataed by the inundation of 1823. 
In thut your the floods subsided within a week ; 
while the present inundation, according to our 
Jatest necounts, hag aa vyet _abown little or no 
signs of abatement. This long continuance of 
the flood ia no doubt owing to the altered state 
of the country. sinca 1823..In that year the 
water hada level pluin, wou which it could ex- 
pond ite force without let or bindranca; now it 
meets with abatructions everywiie : 

Tn 1823 there were no roads, no. railways; ‘in 
1871 we' have not only a railway intersecting 
the diatriot, but embanked roads jutting ont In 
every direction, and cqnetructed with a reckless 
disregard to the natnral drainage of the coun- 
try. Roads and rai:waye have slike been made 
through the beds of aucient water chimaele, 
‘for the short-sighted reason that it is cheaper: 
to mike an embankment thin to build a 
bridge; and eo it happens that when the rivers 
ararhow their banks, the country is’ at once 
-subnierged by.the pent-up floods; und the wo 
fortunite hosbundman has to- contemplate in 
patience the desolation of bis fields an: home, 
until the acdumuleted fores' of the water. un- 
dermines-tha oppoainy embankment, and clears 
a passage for itself to some outlet beyond. In 
a district. like. Nuddea, which is.o exposed to 
those inundations, it is of the greatest imiport- 
ance that the nataral water-channcle of ‘the 
country should be unobstructed and freey-and 
it would ‘be well if the Government took care 
that no road sbould in future be constructed 
which did not provide a sufficient waterway for 
the fldods. Apart from the ubvious folly of con- 
structing roude in such a maumer as to cause 
inundationa, it will be far cheaper in the long ran 
to eur a little expense in a few extra, bridges 
than to meet the luas which breached reads and 
stispended traffic invariably oceasion. The Eust- 
ern Bengal Railway, it is anid, are now losing & 
lakh of rupees a week from the suspension of the 
goods trafic, and it is impossible at present to 
any bow much more will be required to.repair 
the breaches of the line, . But the chief suffer. 
era from the inundation will be the unfortanate 
inhubitante. They bave lost their crops; -in 
many villages their bouees have been destroyed 
by the water; and they have little or no means 
of feeding their cuttle, even where they have 
been fortunate cnough to removo them tu bigh 
ground, To preserve the cattle is always the 
gtent difficulty in these visitutione. If they 
survive the floods, become ao emaciated and 
weuk.that they are sure to be carried of hy 
desouse, In the last inundation it was ronghly 
calculated that Half the cuttle in.the inundated 
traote had periahed. The marvel is how men, 
in the position of indigont ryote, are able to 
make head against ao great a oulamity. It is 
of the first importinoe for Government to as- 
certain how fur the zemindars and mabsjuns 
are able or willing to assiat the ryota. Tha 
ryote will.be more or teas dependent until 
the cold-weather .crop is reaped; and it 
‘ie the for Government to aca that the 
zemindars 2nd mabajuns are in a pusition 
to eupport them, if necessary, the winter 
harvest, A suspension of ull revenue demands 
until March, and advances to those zewindurs 
who require funds to belp their ryote, wold, 
wo feel cure, go along way to jsive hope to the 
people and alleviate the present distress.
